One  Year  Later  (Post-K) 


Cities,  like  people,  have  distinct 
personalities.  I  have  visited  places  to 
which  I  have  taken  an  instant  dislik¬ 
ing;  I  have  also  visited  places  with 
which  I  have  immediately  fallen  in 
love.  New  Orleans  is  one  of  the  latter. 

My  relationship  with  the  Crescent 
City  is  purely  as  a  tourist,  so  I  cannot 
claim  to  know  it  well.  But  I  have  won¬ 
derful  memories  of  my  times  there,  and 
the  city  holds  a  special  place  in  my  heart. 

A  little  more  that  a  year  after 
Hurricane  Katrina,  it  seems  appropri¬ 
ate  to  update  readers  of  The  Magazine 
on  our  college  and  alumnae  chapters 
in  Mississippi  and  Louisiana. 

In  late  August,  members  of  the 
Alpha  Phi  Chapter  returned  to  Tulane 
for  the  new  school  year,  reports  Leslie 
Holzmark  Franklin,  Alpha  Phi/Tulane, 
special  assistance  mentor  to  the  chap¬ 
ter.  The  summer  break  was  shorter 
than  usual  for  many  Tulane  students 
who  elected  to  attend  a  special  tuition- 
free  semester  in  May  and  June  to 
make  up  coursework  missed  when  the 
university  was  closed  after  Katrina. 

More  than  30  percent  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Delta  Kappa  Chapter  at 
LSU  were  affected  by  Katrina,  but 
they  were  able  to  stay  in  school  and 
most  maintained  their  involvement  in 
Theta.  According  to  Amy  Whitehead 
Crawford,  Delta  Kappa/LSU,  advisory 
board  chairman,  this  was  due  in  large 
part  to  the  Friendship  Fund.  “The 
number  of  women  participating  in 
recruitment  at  LSU  was  down  this 
year,  but  the  chapter  is  very  proud  of 
their  65  new  members.” 

Kay  Lewis  Emerson,  Beta/Indiana, 
advisory  board  chairman  at  Zeta  Psi, 
notes  that  the  chapter  and  the  University 
of  Southern  Mississippi  are  faring  well. 
She  believes  that  the  Friendship  Fund 
was  a  big  help  and  an  asset  that  deep¬ 
ened  the  sisterhood  of  Theta. 

The  members  of  the  New  Orleans 
Alumnae  Chapter  are  still  adjusting  to 
life  post-Katrina,  says  Deborah 
Quarles,  Zeta  Eta/Wofford,  chapter 
editor.  “While  many  members  are 
grateful  to  finally  be  home,  many  lives 
are  still  in  flux,  either  in  the  midst  of 
home  repairs  or  in  insurance  limbo. 
Alas,  many  alumnae,  including  several 
board  members,  had  to  relocate.  Our 


first  event  post-K  was  our  annual 
meeting  in  May,  combined  with  our 
yearly  senior  send-off  party  for  the 
Alpha  Phi  Chapter.” 

Kathryn  Trick,  Delta  Kappa/LSU, 
was  a  member  of  the  New  Orleans 
Alumnae  Chapter.  When  she  resettled 
in  Baton  Rouge,  she  worked  to  revital¬ 
ize  the  alumnae  chapter  there  and  re¬ 
energize  local  Thetas.  In  2006,  she 
writes,  “...the  chapter  held  several 
successful  events  and  members  look 
forward  to  growing  and  involving 
more  alumnae  in  2007.” 

Many  members  of  the  Jackson 
Alumnae  Chapter  traveled  to  the 
Mississippi  Gulf  Coast  to  assist  with 
disaster  relief  and  clean-up.  Chapter 
President  Kathryn  Lanford,  Epsilon 
Zeta/Mississippi,  encourages 
Mississippi  Thetas  who  want  to  stay  in 
touch  through  alumnae  activities  to  e- 
mail  her,  Lanfordhouse@bellsouth.net. 

From  a  personal  perspective,  Chris 
Thompson  Briede,  Delta  Omicron/ 
Alabama,  alumnae  district  officer, 
writes,  “While  we  lost  a  lot  after 
Hurricanes  Katrina  and  Rita,  we  also 
gained  a  greater  sense  of  community. 
Volunteers  are  more  committed  to  our 
city,  and  the  rebuilding  will  make 
things  better  than  before.” 

Amy  Hayner  Kates,  Alpha  Phi/ 
Tulane,  Fraternity  vice-president  col¬ 
lege,  also  focuses  on  gains  rather  than 
losses.  “Katrina  made  us  redefine 
‘normal.’  I  stop  and  marvel  at  beauty 
now  because  I  so  rarely  see  it,  and  I 
have  a  deeper  appreciation  for  the  life 
that  it  symbolizes. .” 

As  warm  summer  fades  into  mel¬ 
lower  autumn  days  and  a  new  academ¬ 
ic  year  starts,  thoughts  of  renewal  and 
redefinition  seem  particularly  apropos. 
This  theme  is  echoed  in  this  issue  of 
The  Magazine,  which  includes  fea¬ 
tures  on  new  scholarship  recipients, 
new  educational  leadership  consul¬ 
tants,  a  new  college  chapter,  and  the 
ground-breaking  work  of  the  Bill  and 
Melinda  Gates  Foundation.

Happy  Birthday,  BO/Penn  State 

More  than  240  members  of  the  Beta  Phi  Chapter,  from  24  states  and  ranging  in 
age  from  18  to  93,  gathered  at  Penn  State  in  May.  Their  three-day  celebration  of 
Beta  Phi  Chapter’s  75th  anniversary  included  a  reception;  a  banquet;  and  tours  of 
campus,  the  newly  decorated  Theta  suite,  and  the  Palmer  and  All  Sports  Museums. 

A  highlight  of  the  banquet  was  a  speech  by  Grace  Baer  Holderman,  Beta 
Phi/Penn  State,  who  was  a  student  when  the  chapter  was  founded  in  1931.  Her 
reminiscences  brought  down  the  house. 

The  anniversary  weekend  culminated  in  the  announcement  of  a  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  Trustee  Matching  Scholarship,  the  first  Greek- sponsored  scholarship  at  Penn 
State.  The  initial  endowment  of  $53,000  was  raised  in  less  than  two  months;  the 
University  will  match  five  percent  of  the  gifts  annually,  combining  these  funds 
with  income  from  the  endowment.  The  Theta  Scholarship  was  scheduled  to  be 
awarded  for  the  first  time  in  autumn  2006.

Fraternity  Laws  Debated, 
Amended 

Over  the  course  of  Grand  Convention 
2006,  Convention  delegates — compris¬ 
ing  college  and  alumnae  chapter  repre¬ 
sentatives,  college  and  alumnae  district 
presidents,  members  of  Grand  Council, 
and  Theta's  National  Panhellenic 
Conference  delegate — considered  and 
voted  on  1 5  amendments  to  the  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta  Constitution  and  Bylaws. 

Several  pieces  of  legislation  dealt 
with  the  logistics  of  housing  commit¬ 
ments;  others  addressed  term  limits  for 
district  presidents,  the  Fraternity's  nomi¬ 
nating  process  for  Grand  Council 
offices,  and  the  role  of  the  recently  cre¬ 
ated  directors  of  risk  management. 

Based  on  an  evaluation  of  current 
reference-writing  activities,  including  a 
survey  of  college  chapters  and  alumnae 
reference  volunteers,  an  amendment  to 
streamline  the  reference  writing  and 
review  process  was  proposed  and 
passed.  According  to  Bylaws  Article  I, 
Section  II,  if  a  potential  new  member 
resides  in  a  recruitment  reference  board 
area,  a  letter  of  reference  from  a  quali¬ 
fied  Theta  may  be  evaluated  by  the 
board  and  signed  by  any  board  mem¬ 
ber;  however,  this  is  no  longer  manda¬ 
tory.  Letters  of  reference  may  be  sent 
directly  to  college  chapters.

The  Delta  Epsilon/Arizona  State  Chapter  received  the  Founders  Award 
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Picture  corners  of  our  world  where 
children  die  from  measles  because 
life-saving  vaccines  cannot  be 
properly  refrigerated  and  administered, 
or  adults  die  for  lack  of  a  $2  pill 
because  they  live  on  $1  a  day. 

Next,  consider  the  daunting  chal¬ 
lenge  of  bringing  healthcare  technolo¬ 
gies  to  these  populations,  and  working 
to  ensure  that  people  in  developing 
countries  have  the  same  chance  for 
good  health  as  those  in  developed 
nations. 

Finally,  imagine  what  might  happen 
if  two  of  the  world’s  wealthiest  indi¬ 
viduals  claimed  this  mission,  commit¬ 
ting  $29  billion  to  global  health  and 
education. 

This  particular  domain — along  with 
the  formidable  challenges  and  oppor¬ 
tunities  it  presents — defines  reality  for 
Dr.  Carol  Dahl,  Beta  Omicron/Iowa. 
As  director  of  Global  Health 
Technologies  and  chief  of  staff  of  the 


Global  Health  Program  for  the  Bill  & 
Melinda  Gates  Foundation,  Dahl  over¬ 
sees  grant-giving  in  areas  of  greatest 
inequity  in  global  health  and  priority 
health  conditions  for  the  poorest  of 
poor  in  developing  countries.  Backed 
by  an  annual  Global  Health  Program 
budget  of  about  $700  million,  the 
largest  program  currently  under  Dahl’s 
direction  is  the  Grand  Challenges  in 
Global  Health  Initiative,  to  which 
Microsoft  Corporation  founder  and 
chairman  Bill  Gates  and  his  wife, 
Melinda  French  Gates,  Beta  Rho/ 
Duke,  have  committed  $450  million 
over  the  next  five  years. 

“Global  health  focuses  on  the  belief 
that  every  person  should  have  an  equal 
opportunity  for  a  healthy  life,  and  that 
every  person  has  equal  value  no  matter 
where  he  or  she  is  born,”  says  Dahl, 
who  joined  the  Gates  Foundation  in 
2003.  Within  this  framework,  she  says, 
the  Global  Health  Technologies  group, 


one  of  five  teams  within  the  Global 
Health  Program,  zeroes  in  on  health¬ 
care  technologies  and  diagnostic  tools 
that  are  appropriate  for  developing 
countries. 

Often,  this  requires  “re-inventing 
the  wheel.”  For  instance,  immunizing 
for  childhood  diseases — a  practice 
considered  routine  in  developed 
nations — poses  huge  obstacles  for 
healthcare  providers  in  the  world’s 
poorest  countries.  “Many  of  these 
areas  don’t  have  reliable  electricity, 
which  means  vaccines  can’t  be  refrig¬ 
erated,”  Dahl  explains.  “Needles  often 
are  re-used,  and  there  are  great  risks 
due  to  poverty  and  the  lack  of  an 
extended  healthcare  infrastructure.” 
The  challenge,  she  adds,  is  to  create 
different  technologies  to  deliver  vac¬ 
cines,  such  as  measles  vaccines  that 
can  be  stored  dry  and  inhaled. 

Peppering  scientists  and  educators 
with  “what  ifs”  and  supporting  their

innovative  efforts  is  the  cornerstone  of 
Global  Health  Technologies,  as  well  as 
other  branches  supported  by  the  Gates 
Foundation.  Established  six  years  ago 
by  Bill  Gates  and  wife,  Melinda — both 
named  Time  Magazine's  Persons  of  the 
Year  in  2005 — the  Gates  Foundation, 
headquartered  in  Seattle,  Wash.,  works 
to  promote  greater  equity  in  global 
health,  education,  public  libraries,  and 
support  for  at-risk  families.  According 
to  an  article  in  Time,  the  Foundation — 
which  is  the  world’s  largest  charitable 
organization  and  has  granted  $10.2  bil¬ 
lion  since  its  inception — spends  nearly 
the  same  amount  per  year  as  the  World 
Health  Organization,  and  devotes  60 
percent  of  its  funds  to  public  health.  To 
date,  the  Gates  Foundation  has  helped 
save  at  least  700,000  lives  in  poor 
countries  through  its  investments  in 
vaccinations;  has  brought  computers 
and  Internet  access  to  11,000  libraries 
in  the  United  States;  and  has  sponsored 
the  biggest  privately  funded  scholarship 
program  in  history,  sending  9,048  high 
school  minority  students  to  college. 

“Bill  and  Melinda  Gates  are  very 
aware  of  everything  supported  by  the 
Foundation,”  says  Dahl,  “and  it’s  a 
pleasure  to  have  them  look  at  what  we 
do.  They  truly  want  to  make  a  differ¬ 
ence,  and  they  give  a  great  deal  of  their 
personal  time.”  In  December  2005,  for 
instance,  the  Gateses  traveled  to 
Bangladesh  and  India,  where  they 
toured  huts  and  hospitals  to  learn  more 
about  these  areas’  greatest  healthcare 
threats — tuberculosis  and  diarrhea. 

Balancing  Wealth, 
Responsibility ...  And  Needs 

Dahl’s  role  in  the  Foundation’s 
global  reach  requires  an  extraordinary 
sense  of  balance.  She  often  seesaws 
between  feeling  overwhelmed  by  the 
challenges  to  feeling  optimistic  about 
the  resources.  There’s  a  delicate  equi¬ 
librium,  too,  between  traveling  to 
developing  countries  to  see  progress 
firsthand,  and  staying  in  her  Seattle 
office  to  evaluate  and  award  grant 
requests — the  volume  of  which  is  stag¬ 
gering.  For  example,  the  Grand 
Challenges  in  Global  Health  Initiative 
drew  1,600  submissions  from 
researchers  around  the  world.  The 
number  was  pared  to  400  and,  of  that 
total,  45  projects  ultimately  were  fund¬

ed.  In  addition  to  assistance  from  her 
staff,  Dahl  draws  on  the  expertise  of 
scientists  and  “thought  leaders”  from 
outside  the  Foundation  in  order  to 
make  funding  decisions. 

“It’s  a  very  involved  process,”  she 
admits.  “But  we  set  our  strategies 
according  to  areas  with  the  greatest 
need,  and  where  we  believe  we  can 
make  the  biggest  difference.  Next,  we 
determine  our  path,  and  how  we  can 
make  our  grantees  successful. 

“We  all  have  an  interesting  burden,” 
says  Dahl  of  her  team’s  efforts.  “Due 
to  the  Gateses’  generosity,  we  have  an 
amazing  opportunity,  but  we  also  feel 
a  tremendous  sense  of  obligation. 
We’re  challenged  to  be  smart  and 
clever.  We  have  an  enormous  amount 
of  money,  but  certainly  not  enough  to 
solve  the  world’s  problems.” 

Millions  of  dollars  are  sufficient, 
however,  to  engage  brilliant  minds  in 
global  issues,  and  Dahl’s  Grand 
Challenges  in  Global  Health  Initiative 
illustrates  the  clout. 

The  five-year  pro¬ 
gram  sprung  from  a 
speech  Bill  Gates 
made  in  2003  in 
Davos,  Switzerland, 
in  which  he  outlined 
the  greatest  chal¬ 
lenges  facing  doctors 
in  the  tropics:  scarcity 
of  laboratories,  lack 
of  refrigeration  for 
vaccines,  syringes 
that  can  transmit 
AIDS,  insecticides 


that  are  ineffective  against  mosquitoes, 
and  jungle  and  desert  crops  that  con¬ 
tain  minimal  nutritive  value.  He  chal¬ 
lenged  scientists  worldwide  to  create 
“deliverable  technologies”  —  health 
tools  that  are  not  only  effective  but 
also  inexpensive  to  produce,  easy  to 
distribute,  and  simple  to  use  in  devel¬ 
oping  countries.  Gates  originally 
pledged  $200  million  for  the  initiative, 
but  raised  the  total  to  $450  million 
after  the  Foundation  received  1 ,600 
proposals.  Among  the  winning  pro¬ 
jects,  announced  in  June  2005:  making 
a  hand-held  diagnostic  laboratory;  cre¬ 
ating  blockers  for  mosquitoes  that  pre¬ 
vent  them  from  smelling  humans;  and 
using  stem  cells  to  fight  AIDS. 

Typically,  Dahl  says,  medical 
research  focuses  on  “big-ticket”  caus¬ 
es  such  as  cancer  and  heart  disease, 
both  of  which  draw  traditional  funding 
and  offer  significant  marketing  oppor¬ 
tunities.  “By  contrast,  our  mission  was 
to  excite  scientists  to  work  on  prob¬ 
lems  that  are  often  neglected,”  she 
says  of  the  Initiative.  “The  poorest  of 
the  poor  live  on  less  than  $1  a  day  in 
countries  that  spend  $50  a  year  on 
individual  healthcare.  That’s  why  peo¬ 
ple  don’t  pay  much  attention.” 

Also  overlooked  is  the  area  of  diag¬ 
nostics.  “We  generally  think  of  the 
disease  first,”  Dahl  says.  “But  it’s  hard 
to  assess  a  person’s  state  of  health  and 
what  type  of  medication  to  give  with¬ 
out  appropriate  diagnostics.  A  child’s 
fever,  for  instance,  is  a  symptom  that 
can  mean  any  number  of  things.” 

Believing  diagnostics  represented  “an 
appropriate  opportunity”  for  the

Foundation’s  intervention,  Dahl  and  her 
team  recently  assembled  a  group  of 
experts  in  the  field  to  identify  this  area’s 
highest  priorities.  “When  this  group 
comes  to  closure,  we’ll  look  at  gaps  that 
others  don’t  fill,  and  decide  what  makes 
sense  for  the  Foundation,”  she  says. 

In  May,  Dahl  met  with  another 
group  of  experts.  This  time,  the  trek 
took  her  to  Kenya,  where  Foundation- 
supported  scientists  are  researching 
sorghum,  a  primary  food  source  for 
the  country’s  250  million  people.  The 
plant,  however,  lacks  adequate  protein 
and  is  nutritionally  incomplete,  a  defi¬ 
ciency  researchers  hope  to  overcome. 

“I’ve  worked  in  healthcare  my  entire 
career,”  Dahl  says,  “but  the  extreme 
poverty  and  needs  of  people  in  the 
developing  world  has  truly  made  me 
step  back  and  reflect  on  how  lucky  we 
are  to  be  born  in  this  country.” 

A  Scientist  at  Heart 

Along  a  career  path  she  describes 
as  “non-linear,”  Dahl  sees  her  love  of 
science  as  the  common  denominator. 
After  graduating  from  the  University 
of  Iowa  with  a  degree  in  zoology,  she 
earned  her  MS  and  PhD  degrees  (zool¬ 
ogy,  with  a  minor  in  oncology)  from 
the  University  of  Wisconsin-Madison. 
Dahl  received  postdoctoral  training  at 
the  Karolinska  Institute  of  Stockholm 
and  the  Immunobiology  Research 
Center  at  the  University  of  Minnesota. 
Her  previous  positions  included  assis¬ 
tant  to  the  director  of  the  National 
Cancer  Institute  (NCI)  and,  from  1990 
to  2001,  she  worked  in  several  capaci¬ 
ties  at  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health.  In  1998,  she  guided  the  cre¬ 
ation  of  the  Office  of  Technology  and 
Industrial  Relations  at  the  NCI  and 
served  as  its  first  director. 

Prior  to  joining  the  Bill  &  Melinda 
Gates  Foundation,  Dahl  served  as 
vice-president  for  strategic  partner¬ 
ships  at  Biospect,  Inc.,  a  company 
developing  technology  to  inform  the 
diagnosis  and  clinical  management  of 
patient  health.  She  says  her  decision  to 
join  the  Gates  Foundation  team  was 
based  on  three  factors:  The  Gates  fam¬ 
ily  and  Foundation  shared  her  belief 
and  vision  that  science  and  technology 
can  change  the  face  of  biomedical 
research,  extraordinarily  compelling 
problems  in  global  health  that 
demanded  attention,  and  the 


Foundation’s  true  commitment  to  cre¬ 
ating  solutions  to  these  problems. 

“I  felt  this  position  was  an  unusual 
opportunity  for  me  to  really  make  a 
difference  in  the  world,”  she  says. 

In  the  beginning,  however,  Dahl 
admits  to  playing  more  the  follower 
than  the  leader.  Growing  up  in 
Rockford,  Ill.,  she  traced  her  sister, 
Eva’s,  footsteps  to  the  University  of 
Iowa,  and  to  Theta.  (Eva  also  is  a 
member  of  the  Beta  Omicron 
Chapter.)  “The  chapter  showed  a  lot  of 
acceptance  of  different  people  with 
different  passions,”  she  recalls.  “The 
diversity  came  together,  created  an 
excellent  environment,  and  increased 
the  value  for  everyone.” 

She  also  feels  Theta  sowed  the 
seeds  for  what  it  takes  to  be  successful 
in  a  scientific  field  —  passion  —  and 
a  sense  of  determination  and  commit¬ 
ment.  “I  must  be  willing  to  own  the 
problems  I  work  on  and  to  commit 
fully.  It  becomes  part  of  me.  I’m  not 
just  doing  a  job,  and  going  home.  If 
anything,  I’m  overly  focused.” 

Such  concentration  is  well-under¬ 
stood  by  her  husband,  Scott  Cairns,  a 
scientist  whose  research  centers  on 
AIDS  and  HIV,  and  children  Ian,  16, 
and  Kristin,  12.  “When  the  kids  hear 
Scott  and  I  discuss  our  work,  they’re 
interested,  and  they  see  how  their  lives 
could  also  be  affected.” 

Whenever  possible,  family  time  is 
devoted  to  exploring  the  Pacific 
Northwest.  The  foursome,  along  with 
a  couple  of  dogs,  enjoys  hiking  in  the 
mountains  and  woods  and  also  boat¬ 
ing. 

It  all  adds  up  to  an  intriguing  world 
—  one  with  parts  she  wouldn’t  alter  if 
she  could,  the  other  with  areas  literally 
dying  for  change. 

“The  Gates  Foundation  is  doing  a 
terrific  job  in  bringing  attention  to 
problems  in  developing  countries,  and 
it  seems  to  me  the  world  itself  is  pay¬ 
ing  more  attention.  We  are  a  global 
community,  and  it  will  have  a  huge 
negative  impact  on  the  rest  of  the 
world  if  these  countries  sustain  their 
current  levels  of  poverty. 

“I  believe  in  the  power  and  poten¬ 
tial  of  science  and  technology  to  make 
a  difference  in  human  health.  It  won’t 
be  easy,  but  in  the  next  ten  years,  there 
will  be  improvements. 

“I  see  light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel.”

“TWO  ROADS  DIVERGED  IN  A  WOOD,  AND  I — I  TOOK

Robert  Frost  wrote  these  words.  I 
thought  them  appropriate  to  describe 
the  eight  talented  women  who  are 
serving  as  the  2006-2007  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  educational  leadership  consul¬ 
tants  (ELCs). 

The  ELC  program  is  entirely  about 
diverging  from  the  mainstream,  from 
what  is  familiar  and  understood.  This 
shift  is  not  only  indicative  of  the  work 
the  ELCs  will  do,  but  also  of  the  lives 
they  will  lead.  An  ELC’s  first  post¬ 
graduate  year  looks  very  different  than 
that  of  most  recent  graduates. 

During  the  first  month  on  the  job, 
ELCs  receive  extensive  professional 
training  in  areas  including  leadership, 
problem-solving,  communication,  and 
finance.  They  learn  from  professional 
development  speakers  such  as  Ginny 
Carroll,  principal/CEO  of  InGINuity, 
and  Dr.  Mary  Ann  Callais,  PhD, 
authority  on  student  services,  educa¬ 


tion  and  leadership  programming. 

They  also  travel  to  national  confer¬ 
ences,  including  Risk  Management  on 
the  Road.  The  training  alone  repre¬ 
sents  an  invaluable  opportunity  for 
these  women  to  hone  their  skills  and 
prepare  for  future  careers  in  any  area. 

Once  formal  training  concludes, 
ELCs  pack  their  worldly  possessions 
into  one  suitcase  and  one  shoulder  bag 
and  immediately  begin  to  travel  the 
continent  . . .  alone.  Unlike  those  in 
most  entry-level  positions,  these 
women  have  to  learn  quickly  how  to 
be  independent,  confident,  and  capa¬ 
ble.  Their  home  and  office  takes  on  a 
new  look  and  feel  with  each  chapter 
visited;  each  visit  also  poses  new  chal¬ 
lenges  and  goals.  They  do  not  always 
have  the  luxury  of  an  available  superi¬ 
or  at  their  disposal.  They  must  adapt 
their  consulting  styles  to  the  different 
chapters  and  campus  environments. 


All  the  while,  they  must  act  as  official 
ambassadors  for  an  international  orga¬ 
nization. 

ELCs  work  with  successful  chapters 
to  help  them  capitalize  on  their 
strengths.  They  work  with  challenged 
chapters  to  help  them  improve  one  or 
more  areas  of  chapter  operations.  They 
evaluate  strengths,  weaknesses,  oppor¬ 
tunities,  trends,  and  threats  (SWOTT). 
By  helping  to  ensure  that  Theta  col¬ 
lege  women  have  the  finest  and  most 
rewarding  membership  experience, 
ELCs  further  the  mission  of  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta. 

An  ELC  is  a  young  woman  who 
welcomes  a  challenge,  embraces  the 
unfamiliar,  and  leads  by  her  own 
example.

Theta’s  first  Convention  was  held  in  1872  in 
Margaret  Dodd’s  home  in  Bloomington,  Ind.,  when 
twelve  women  from  Asbury  College  and  Indiana 
University  met  to  discuss  the  prospects  of  their  fledg¬ 
ling  Fraternity. 

Ever  since,  Thetas  continue  to  meet  biennially  in 
Grand  Convention — to  shape  the  organization  for  the 
needs  of  the  times.  While  once  we  traveled  by  train 
and  horse-drawn  conveyances,  now  we  fly  or  drive.  At 
the  turn  of  our  first  century,  large  trunks  were  packed 
for  the  trip.  In  2006,  backpacks  and  light-weight  suit¬ 


cases — often  on  wheels — served  our  needs. 

In  1913,  legislative  sessions  were  held  under  a  tent. 
In  2006,  officers  and  delegates  met  in  a  lovely  air-con¬ 
ditioned  ballroom.  Small  groups  gathered  in  confer¬ 
ence  rooms  to  fine-tune  programs  in  support  of  colle¬ 
giate  and  alumnae  members. 

There  were  late  nights  and  early  breakfasts.  Old 
friends  greeted  each  other  with  hugs  when  they 
arrived.  New  friends  promised  to  keep  in  touch  by 
e-mail  when  they  departed. 

And — most  importantly — once  again  we  celebrated 
a  sisterhood  that  enriches  our  lives,  our  campuses  and 
the  community  at  large.  Just  as  it  has  always  been,  it 
was  well  worth  the  trip!  ^
